A Curious Vendetta 


The Manchc.ster “ Guardian.” in an edito rial o n Owen 
Lattimo rc. has this to say co ncerning an article written by 
him in 1947; 
. . Its treatm ent o f Greece m ay be clumsy and m is­ 
taken, but o n China, the real po int at issue, it is rem a rk­ 
ably perceptive. It makes the po int, no t widely appreciated 
in^l947. that the Co mmunists in China were no t simply a 
small clique but had wide suppo rt in certain areas, and 
that they had pro ved their independence o f Russia. But the 
po int was no t po pular in Am.erica, then nr no w . . 
It was no t true in 1917 that the Co m munist party 
o f ( hina was independent o f R ussia. It is no t true in 
1951. It was no t true in 1925 when Chiang Kai-shek 
seized po wer in Canto n assisted by cadets o f the Rus­ 
sian-m anaged W hampo a A cadem y. (He was then the 
darling o f the R ussians.) G eneral HIuecher-Galens (his 
co rrect nam e was Blueeher» was in Canto n at the tim e 
as the m ilitary adv iser o f the Kuo m intang which ( o m- 
m unists tem po rarily jo ined as individuals by an agree­ 
m ent between Sun Yat-sen and the Russians. Michael 
Bo ro din was the head Russian adv iser. The Co m mu­ 
nists between M arch 12, 1925, when Sun Yat-sen died, 
and C hristm as Week o f 1926 attem pted no t o nly t o in­ 
filtrate the Kuo m intang but to co nquer China in the 
Interest o f So viet Russia. 
At no time between the o rganizatio n o f the Co mmunist 
party o f China by Chen Tu-shiu and to day has this party 
sho wn any independence o f So viet Russia. The “ G uardian” 
edito rial was published o n Octo ber 20, 1954. Mo re in co n­ 
so nance with the facts is an article which appeared in tha 
Tientsin “ Ta Kung Pao ,” o ne o f the mo st im po rtant news­ 
papers in China and no w a spo kesman fo r the Co mmunist 
go v ernment in Peking. It said o n Octo ber 13, 1954: 
“ Ev ery achiev ement o f China in the past five years— 
fro m the resto ratio n to the develo pment o f the natio n’s 
eco no my and the beginning o f the first Five Year Plan — 
is inseparable fro m the un.selfi.« h aid o f the So viet Unio n. 
“ . . . the great friendship o f the So viet Unio n is the 
guarantee fo r th e building o f a So ciali.st so ciety in China 
and fo r the welfare o f the Chinese peo ple and their yo unger 
generatio ns.” 
Further the “Ta Kung P ao ” says: 
“ The internatio nal aid — in particular the unselfish 
aid o f the So viet Unio n to China — is an im po rtant fac­ 
to r fo r building up so cialism in this co untry.” 
Naturally, the view that the Co mmunist party o f China 
is o r has ev er been independent o f the autho rity o f the 
Kremlin is no t po pular in the United States because it is 
no t true. It has never been true. Furtherm nre, the Co mmu­ 
nist party o f China 
the 'ir^t anti-AmcriCdn party ev er 
to have co me into exi. t-net* in that co untry. “ P rav da,’’ o n 
Octo ber 12, published the Russo -China Co mmunist line to ­ 
ward the United State- . 
“ It i s clear to every o bjective perso n that the o bstruc­ 
tio nist po licy o f the United States with regard to the law^- 
ful rights o f Peo ple's China in the United Natio ns, the di­ 
rect acts o f aggressio n co mmitted by the United Stales 
against the Chinese Peo ple's Republic, and in particular 
the co ntinued o ccupatio n o f part o f the Chinese territo ry— 
the island o f Taiwan—by .American tro o ps, as well as the 
military and financial suppo rt given to the Chiang Kai-shek 
cliqu' which is ho stile to the Chinese peo ple, are inco m­ 
patible with the maintenance o f peace in the F ar East and 
an easing o f internatio nal tensio n.” 
The Lattim o re case which deals with perjury has 
to stand o r fail o n its m erits, but the use o f this case 
by the M anchester “ G uardian” to rew rite the histo ry 
o f the Co m m unist party o f China fro m 1921 to 1954 
so that the true nature o f its relatio nship to the Co min­ 
tern and the K rem lin is denied is beyo nd understand­ 
ing. 
Amo ng the do cuments seized in the So viet em bassy in 
Peking in 1927, a reco rd was fo und o f a statement by Bo ro ­ 
din, delivered o n Octo ber 17, 1926, which tells the who le 
sto ry: 
“ In the press I spo ke o f the Kuo mintang, but bo us it 
m eans that I was speaking o f the Increase, in the end, o f 
the influence o f the Co mmunist p arty.” The minutes co n­ 
tinue; “ i'urther o n Bo ro din po inted o ut that while wo rking 
fo r the stabilizatio n o f the K.:o mintang it m ust never be 
fo rgo tten that in the reahty the wo rk is do ne fo r the stabili­ 
satio n o f the Co mmunist party, which aim sho uld be al­ 
ways kept in mind, ‘

If the Kremlin had admitted a mistake had been 
made and offered an insincere diplomatic apology, 
the incident involving a brief illegal dentention of two 
American embassy wives would have attracted less 
attention. The two women were stopped from taking 
photographs and detained at a factory club, in viola­ 


tion of laws concerning treatment of diplomatic per­

If the Russians had simply blamed an overzealous

In­ 
stead, the Kremlin has ordered one of the women, the 
wife of the second secretary of the ll.

No 
military secrets were involved. Moscow recently lift­ 
ed restrictions on foreigners to permit the taking of 
snapshots except in restricted areas, but Communist 


hackles still rise at the sight of a foreigner with a 


camera. 
It is noteworthy that Russian high cockalorums, 
ostensibly in this country on U.N. business, roam New 
York City accompanied by armed Russian guards. An 
American citizen carrying a concealed weapon in the 
metropolis gets a stiff term in the hoosegow.

The M an ch ester ' ‘G u a rd ia n ." in an editorial on Owen 
L attim ore, has this to say concerning an article w ritten by 
him in 1947; 
", . . Its tre a tm e n t of G reece m ay be clu m sy and m is­ 
taken , but on China, the re a l point at issue, it is re m a rk ­ 
ably perceptive. It m ak es the point, not widely appreciated 
in, 1947, th at the C om m unists in China w ere not sim ply a 
sm all clique but had wide support in certain a re a s, and 
th a t they had proved their independence of Russia. But the 
point was not popular in A m erica, then or now . . ." 
It w i t not true in 1917 that the Communist party 
of China was independent of Russia. It is not true in 
1951. It was not true in 11125 when Chian! Kai-shek 
seized power in Canton assisted by cadets of the Rus­ 
sian-managed Whampoa Academy. (He was then the 
darling of the R ussians.I General Kluerher-Cialens 'his 
correct name was Rluecheri was in Canton at the time 
as the military adviser of the Kuomintang which Com­ 
munists temporarily joined as individuals by an agree­ 
ment between Sun Yat-sen and the Russians. Michael 
Borodin was the head Russian adviser. The Commu­ 
nists between March 12, 1925, when Sun Yat-sen died, 
and Christmas Week of 1926 attempted not only to in­ 
filtrate the Kuomintang but to conquer China in the 
Interest of Soviet Russia. 
At no tim e betw een the organization of the C om m unist 
p a rty of China by Chen Tu-shiu and today h as this p arty 
shown any independence of Soviet Russia. T he “ G u a rd ia n ’* 
editorial w as published on O ctober 20. 1954. More in con­ 
sonance with the facts is an article which a p p e a re d in th# 
Tientsin “ Ta Kung P a o ," one of the m ost im p o rtan t news­ 
p a p e rs in China and now a spokesm an for th e C om m unist 
g ov ern m ent in Peking. It said on O ctober 13, 1954; 
“ E v ery achiev em en t of China in the p a s t five years-— 
from the restoration to the developm ent of the nation * 
econom y and the beginning of the first F ive Y e ar P lan — 
is inseparable from the unselfish aid of the Soviet Union. 
". . . the g re a t friendship of the Soviet Union is the 
g u a ran tee for t h r building of a Socialist society in China 
a n d for the w elfare of the Chinese people an d their younger 
gen eratio ns." 
F u rth e r the “ Ta Kung P a o " says: 


“ The international aid — in particular the unselfish 
aid of the Soviet Union to China — in an important fac­ 
tor for building up socialism in this country." 


N aturally, the view th a t the C om m unist p arty of China 
is or has ever been independent of the au thority of the 
K rem lin is not popular in the United States because it is 
not true. It has never been true. F u rth e rm o re , the C om m u­ 
nist p arty of China is the first anti-A m erican p arty ever 
to have com e into existence in th at country. “ P r a v d a ," on 
O ctober 12. published the Russo-China C o m m unist line to­ 
w a rd the United States; 
“ It is clear to ev ery objective person th a t the obstruc­ 
tionist policy of the United States with re g a rd to the law­ 
ful rights of P eo p le’s China in the United N ations, the di­ 
re c t acts of aggression co m m itted by the United States 
ag ain st the Chinese P eo ple's Republic, and in p articu la r 
the continued occupation of p a rt of the C hinese territo ry — 
the island of T aiw an —by A m erican troops, as well as the 
m ilitary and financial support given to the Chiang Kai-shek 
clique which is hostile to the Chinese people, a re incom­ 
patible with the m ain ten an ce of peace in the F a r E a s t and 
an easing of international tension.” 


The Lattimore case which deals with perjury has 
to stand or fall on its merits, but the use of this rase 
by the Manchester “ Guardian’’ to rewrite the history 
of the Communist party of China from 1921 to 1954 
so that the true nature of its relationship to the Comin­ 
tern and the Kremlin is denied is beyond understand­ 
ing. 


Among the do cum ents seized in the Soviet e m b assy in 
P ek ing in 1927, a reco rd w as found of a state m en t by Boro­ 
din, delivered on O ctober 17, 1926, which tells the whole 
story: 
“ In the p ress I spoke of the K uom intang. but to us it 
m e a n s th a t I was speaking of the in crease, in the end, of 
the influence of the C om m u nist p a rty ." The m in utes con­ 
tinue; “ F u rth e r on Borodin pointed out th at while working 
for the stabilization of the K uom intang it m u st n ev er be 
forgotten th at in the reality th e work is done for the stabili­ 
sation of the C om m unist p a rty , which aim should be al­ 
w ays kept in m in d ."
